While the outbreak of diphtheria in 


our town, during the past week, has} 


been really slight in comparison with 
the terrible stories that have been told 
and published, it 1s yet sufficiently’ se- 
rious to“make our citizens look at the 
danger and its causes in an earnest 
manner. In an able article in another 
column Mr. Palmer presses this matter 
upon the attention of our citizens, and 
we wish to add only a word to this 
communication. ' 

‘It may be impossible to trace-the 
present slight outbreak of a dread dis- 


| 6ase to any particular locality where 


bad drainage prevails, but the putting 
of two and two together, presents very 
strong evidence that there are several 
places in town that are extremélydan- 
gerous to good health, A system of 
sewerage must come in Andover; it 
must come at the earliest possible mo- 
ment consistent. with the proper, prep- 
aration of: plans and sufficient care in 
providing for it. Every citizen of An- 
dover who loves the town, who is proud 
of -our town’s past high standard as a 
healthful community, has a duty to per- 
form in urging on this present gréat 
need. Our commissioners should stuily 
the question with great care and* con- 
sult the best authorities, so that an- 
other March at the latest, they may be 
prepared to not only know themselves, 
but to have such a report that our citi- 
zens may understand how the work is 
to be done and how it is to be paid for. 
Let the war cry for the next ten 
months be ‘Better drainage for An- 
dover.”

Obituary.: 


. BEV. LUTHER HARRIS SHELDON, 


SSE eaten 


Last Saturday evening, Rev, Luther _ 


Harris Sheldon, who has been a well- 
known resident of Andover for about 12 
years, passed away at his home on the 
Hill after a final illness of ten days,at the 
age of 78 years.. He had been in feeble 
health for over two years. 
‘Mr. Sheldon, son of the Rev, Dr. Luther 
and Sarah J. Sheldon, was born in Eas- 
ton, Nov. 22, 1815, and was educated at 
Middlebury College, graduating there in 
1839., He then entered the Andover Theo- 
logical: Seminary, from which he gradu- 
ated in the class of 1842, He preached 
for a time in Washington, D.C.. J uly 


24, 1844, he married Sarah H, Flagg of... 


this town'-and in--August-fellowing he 


was settled in Townsend, Mass., remain- 
ing there as pastor 12 years, In March, 


1856, having been released from tie 


Townsend church at his own request, he. 
was settled over the Evangelical church 
in Westboro,’ his pastorate there lasting 
until 1867. During the last year of the 
war he ,went as a delegate of the Chyis- 
tian Mission, to labor among the sick and: 
wounded soldiers in.the Army of the 
Potomac. ‘ 

In March, 1867, Mr. Sheldon was in- 
vited by the trustees of the State Reform 
School of New Jersey to inaugurate and 
superintend a school for criminal boys 


vagrant and criminal boys upon an open 
farm, without any of the prison re- 
straints. They were to be held if possi- 
ble ‘by kind and watchful parental inter- 
est. Doubtful as the experiment was. 
first considered, Mr. Sheldon carried it 
out with such’ success that it was intro- 
duced in many other reform schools, 
After serving seven years in this position 
he lived in Andover about two years and 
tl@n preached for nearly two years in 
the pulpit of the Evangelical church of 
Easton. In 1878. he was called to the 
superintendency of the State Reform 
School at Westboro’, remaiving there: 
until 1881, since which time he has lived 
a quiet life ‘here, preaching only occa- 
sionally.. During his residence ‘here he 
served on the Schoel Committee several 
years, was secretary and a very inter- 
ested member of the Farmers’ Club and 
in 1887 conducted a column in the Ando- 
ver Advertiser. Mr. Sheldon was one of 
the early-abolitionists and was also iden- 
tified with the Washingtonian movement. 

Asa minister of the gospel Andover 
people had not much opportunityto judge 


‘of him and we can do no better than to”

quote from a writer who was familiar _ 


with - his work in-Haston: ~He-said: ‘Mr. - 
Sheldon was a preacher of more than 
average ability, earnest, practical and 
sympathetic, very decided in his convic- 
tions but free from narrowness. His 
warm. social feelings, clear-sighted-com- 
mon-sense-and- wise taet-made-—him an 


admirable pastor.’ Many of these same - 


attributes might be applied to him in his. 
every day life and during his residence 
here he was universally respected and 
honored by all who knew him. One thing 
which was noticed about him and ought 
not to be passed by was his ardent love 
of nature, a feature which we are told 
was attached to his life from youth. to 
old’ age. In animals, flowers, insects, 
etc., he found much ‘to interest “him. 
While here he made a particular study of 
bees, spending hours watching their 
movements; and his interesting lecture 
on this subject: in the Town Hall a few 
years ago will be remernbered by many. 
He was a good man and Andover loses a 
good citizen. 

Funéral services were held on Wednes- 
day afternoon, Rev. F. R. Shipman con- 
ducting prayeis at the house, after which 
the remains were taken to the Chapel, 
where a large number of relatives and 
friends had gathered. ..The Seminary 
choir rendered appropriate hymns and 
prayer was made by Rev. Mr, Shipman. 
Prof, Churebill then read from the Scrip- 
ture and spoke very impressively.on the 
lifé of thé deceased, He also made the 
closing prayer. A committal service at 
Spring Grove cemetery was conducted by 
Rev. Mr. Shipman.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

DEAR Srrk,—Many persons are wonder- 
ing at the outbreak of diphtheria in town, 
and are asking why-Andover, which has 
always‘had a reputation for healthful- 
ness, should suddenly be visited in this 


way. I can not but think it is the result: 


of the fit of economy which culminated. 
at the last town meeting, Ever since 
public water was introduced into the 
town, we have been talking of the desir- 
ability of having a system of sewerage 


‘some day. A committee was appointed 


to consider the matter, and they pre- 
sented at its last meeting a report rec- 
ommending that a system be adopted. 


...But the plan necessitated large expense. 


The benefits. to be gained seeméd vague; 


the increase in taxes involved was plain; 


and were we not getting on well enough 
as we were? So we déeided to postpone 
the whole matter, with the comforting 
liope that if it were out of consideration, 
it would take care of itself. And to com- 
plete our blind economy, we discharged 
our Board of Health. 


The retribution has come sooner than: 


seemed probable. Diphtheria is one of 
the first diseases bad drainage produces, 
and it almost always points to this as its 
cause. .The present outbreak may pass 
away, though there is no reason to expect 
that it will do so before it has spread 


much more widely. The: only way to 
eradicate the ‘disease and prevélit its -re= 


currence is to remove the cause, For 
this, two things are necessary: First, that 
a special town meeting should be called, 
which should adopt some system of sew- 
erage, and that the sewers provided for 
should not only be built at once, but that 
their use should be made compulsory 
and all pfivate cess-pools be abolished. 
As the soil of the town has become per- 
meated with disease-germs, it must take 
time to cleanse the soil itself after the 
contaminating cause has been removed. 
The second thing necessary is that a 
Board of Health should make a thorough 
inspection of the more closely inhabited 
parts of the town, It is not enough that 
they stand ready to investigate cases 


~ where formal complaint is made, but

every house should” be visited~and-its 
condition recorded on blanks provided 
for the purpose. People are generally 
quite ready to-co-operate. with a. Board 
in such visitations and to carry out their 
suggestions, In one case when I was 
serving.as a member of such a Board, we 
found @ well which supplied three fami- 
lies with water, and within eighty feet of 
the well were seven causes of contamina- 
tion, two of them being within sixteen 


—“feet:——In-one-of-the-houses_was a woman 


who complained to me that for several 
years she had been an invalid with no 


- apparent cause. She had felt “run down,” 
‘with a slight fever almost all the time, 
vgnid-her large outlay for doctors’. -bills 
“had-apparently been of no use. 


It is ex- 
actly such conditions as these that water- 
contamination produces. 

It will generally be found that out- 
breaks such as that now taking place in 
Andover affect at first persons of two 
classes:) Those whose houses have in or 
near them some special instances of bad 
drainage, and those who are poorly nour- 
ished or whose systems are for any reas- 
on weak. While the disease attacks such 
persons first,-it may. afterwards spread 
by infection to others, 

It is beyond question that disease must 
prevail extensively in this town until a 
system of ‘drainage is established. The 
only question is whether the remedy 
shall be-applied at once, or whether we 
shall wait until we are roused to the ne- 
cessity -of action by the sacrifice of a

THE ANDOVER TOW EMMA, A 


' Debate between Phillips and Wor- 
cester Academies... 


A large and interested audience. gath- 
ered in Phillips Academy Hall Tuesday 
evening to listen to the first annual de 
bate between Worcester and Phillips 
Academies, The subject for debate was: 
“Resolved, That under our system of 
government _,it would be advisable to 
adopt the Referendum.” Andover sup- 
ported the affirmative, and Worcester 
the negative. 

Excellent music was furnished during 
the evening by the Andover Band Orches- 
tra, Gov. Greenhalge, the presiding of- 
ficer, was introduced by Principal Ban- 
croft, After brief but very appropriate 
remarks, the Governor stated that the 


“rules of the debate. allowed each, speaker 
ten minutes ‘in which to” present his" 


views, Andover’s speakers were G, G. 
Schreiber of Hoboken, N. Y:, W.. M. 
Gardner of Lawrence, Kan, and A. E: 
Branch of Malden, while Worcester’s 
representatives were G. L. Mitchell of 
Providence, G. H. Terwilliger, Ellsworth, 
N. Y., and G, A. Gaskill, Worcester. 

The Referendum means practically the 
referring of public questions in town, 
state or national affairs, after being passed 
upon by the legislative-bodies, to popu- 
ular vote by acceptance or refusal. The 
affirmative argued prineipally that it 
would educate the people, bring out good 
bills, destroy the lobby, do away with 
much Of the corruption in politics; throw: 
aside partisanship, remedy dead and dy- 
ing legislation, break up political rings, 
and separate politics from legislation. 
The negative claimed among other things 
that it was contrary to our form of gov- 
ernment, would lessen the importance of 
the Legislatures, and would provoke sec- 
tionalism; that it would be dangerous to 
entrust. affairs of the state to an ignorant 
people; .it was.a retrogression, not an ad- 
vance; corrupt cities would be more cor- 
rupt. 

In conclusion Gov. Greenhalge summed 
up the matter very nicely when he said: 
“T have to say in closing that there is to 
be no definite decision, save in your own 
minds. _I know. how..eager you are to 
vote on the side of the affirmative, and 


-how-enthusiastic to.vote on the negative, 


On the one side there has bven irresisti- 
ble logic, and on the other unanswerable. 
tryth. I hope this will be the first, only, 
of such a series, and that ere long ‘Kndo: 
‘ver will debate at Worcester on some 
equally good question.” -

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN, 


Report of the Agricultural Bureau For 


the Week Ending May 21, 

Boston, May 22.--The following weather 
crop bulletin for New England is issued 
by the Unite! States weather bureau: 

The correspondents from Maine report 
favorable-weather for team work, and 
much has been done, but the wind has 
hindered seed sowing, and the pastures 


,and newly seeded pieces have felt its dry- 


ing influence very. much, Potatoes and 
other vegetables were slightly nipped by 
frost, hut no damage has been 

fruit, One advantage from the tes 
weather isin enabling work to be done 
on naturally wet land that could not be 
tonched'in average seasons. Fruit is in 
blossom, except in the extreme north, 
and is very promising. 

In all the central and southern parts of 
New Hampshire much damage is re 
ported from the frosts on lowlands. Be. 
side injuring very much ‘all early plants. 
d, clover was dam- 
aged, andin places fruit blossoms and 
leaves frozen. It'is thought by some that 
apples and blueberries are damaged quite 
a good deal, though others think there 
will be plenty on the trees that will 
‘mature, Pastures are reported very back- 
ward and poor. The correspondent at 
Grafton reports that unless the weather 
is very favorable in June, the hay crop 
will be light. Much planting remains to 
be done in this state, though the work 
has been pushed rapidly.

DEAR Sir: ; 

Since you chose to make me the sub- 
ject of certain personal remarks at the 
meeting of the yoters of your town last 
evening and since I had not the privilege 
of answering you at that time, I beg ‘to 


reply in this open letter which I shall 


take the liberty of sending to the local 
press for publication. In direct contra- 
diction of the charges and statements 
which you made are the following facts: 

That instead of going to North. Ando- 
ver for the purpose of crowding my ser- 


‘vieey~upon the Town I have been con- 


stantly in the employ of the Committee 
on Water Supply and later of your Board 
of Water Commissioners, and Twas se- 


lected in such capacity in,competition 


with Others; that instead of attempting 
to use my personal infiuence-to persuade 
voters of the town, I have appeared only 
in a professional capacity and have made. 
all‘statements impartially. In vindica- 
tion of this, you may refer to the last 
paragraph.of my report published last 
summer by the Committe on Water Sup- 
ply. The citizens of your town will re- 
member that I spoke in your publi¢ 
meetings only after you had made an at- 

VOLeri 
very generously gave ‘me permission to 
defend myself. As you have, however, 
fired the direct shot that has prompted 
this letter I shall go further than the 
province of an engineer, and as a former 
resident of the town present these facts 
which I should advise you not to dis- 
pute, 

First. That the town of North Ando- 
ver is the largest town in Essex County 


and 


“| by. over one thousand people that is still 


unprovided with waterworks; that of the 
entire population of the County 92 4-10 
per cent. are supplied by pubiic water- 
works, and the inhabitants of North An- 
dover répresent oné sixth of the remain- 
ing 7 6-10 per cent. of the people of the 
County unsupplied with waterworks. 
These percentages, true for Essex County 
are approximately true for the State of 
Massachusetts. 

Second. That the valuation of taxable 
real estate in your town last year was 
$2,279,629, and the total valuation of real 
estate outside ofthe direct benefits of 
the proposed waterworks was $225,490, 
or a little less than one ten#b of the whole 
amount, - If the personal- property be 
distributed in the proportion of the real 
estate the people outside of the water 
supply district pay less than one tenth 
of the town’s tax. 

Third. That the system of waterworks 
ean be constructed for less expense this 
season than ever before in the history of 
similar work. The entire cost, including 
land and water damages, will fall inside 
of $100,000; that in line of all fair-preced- 
ent the waterworks will be self sustain- 
ing within five years from date of con- 
struction. ee’ 

Fourth, ~Tiiat the value* ofall prop- 
erty within the town will be immediately 


‘| increased by the introduction of water- 
“works. : os ee 


Fifth, That a possible fire which wa- 
terworks might prevent- may destroy 
property enough in one hour to pay for 


the entire cost of the woiks proposed, 


Sixth. That your present Board of 
Water Commissioners haying made a 
careful study of the subject are better 
fitted to construct your works than any 
board can be wntil they have made a 
similar study. 

Finally I- will say to you~with the--ut- 
most sincerity and with true sympathy 
for every voter and tax payer, that the 
introduction of waterworks will reflect 
credit, comfort and profit upon each and 
every resident of the town.

“Water Works? 


Town Refused to Authorize Commissioners 
to Proceed. Meeting Adjourned. 


Town Clerk Leitch called together an 
assembly of his fellow citizens Wednes- 
day evening which, in number, vied with 
the annual meeting in March, and it was 
a gathering pleasing to look upon because 
it represented men who came thither to 
pass upon a subject which seriotisly af- 
fected the interests of those who by taxa- 
tion are compelled to furnish. power 
to run the machinery of our town govern- 
ment, and to decide whether or not they 

‘desired their burdensincreased. Messrs. 
Charles H, Robinson and Harry W. Clark 
were appointed tellers. Hon. N. P. Frye 
wrs unanimously chosen Moderator. 

Under Article'2, Mr. Currier, in béhalf 
of the Commissioners, said that copies of 
their report had beén mailed to every 
voter and that they had nothing further 
to add. 

In taking action upon the report the 
following motion was submitted: «‘That 
the-report-be«recommitted to the Board 
of Water Commissioners, and that said 
Board be instructed to continue to make 
investigation and research into the va- 
rious systems, and present an exhaustive 
report, which shall include plans, speci- 
fications, the conditions adverse as well 

AB... tigi _to...the idea, the advisa- 
bility of uniting with some other town in 
obtaining a supply of ‘water, or of ob- 
| taining a supply from Lake Cochiche- 


wick through some private source, the | 


actual. cost of construction, mainte- 
nance, and land damages, and_ to ascer- 
tain by a thorough: canvass the actual 
number of householders and others, who 
will agree to.take their supply of water 
from the town, and the number of faucets 
or amount of water each will take, Said 
report to be full and complete, and sub- 
mitted to the citizens, with the annual 
report of town officers five years heice, 
or in some later apnual report of town 
officers, if necessary. And that the Board 
be further instructed to take no action 
meanwhile in regard to creating or egtab- 
‘lishing a system of waterworks (except. 
+as~ herein--before~ provided) other. -than. 
that necessary to reserve and maintain 
to the town the right to take from Lake 


| Cochichewick a supply of water. neces- 


sary for its inhabitants, as permitted in 
the Act of the Legislature of 1898.” 

Mr. Horace B. Foster favored and sec- 
onded the motion. The original motion 
was amended .by Mr. Glennie: That the 
report be accepted. Discussion followed. 
Justice Weil said that the town had in- 
meeting to proceed under the act, and he 
wanted to: know what they-were there 
for. If $80,000 was not enough to build 
the works why didn’t they say so. 

Mr. Currier said $80,000 would not 
build the works, and. they did not wish 
to act without further instructions; théy 
desired an additional $20,000 in order to 
carry out their plans. 

Mr. Horace B. Foster said the town of 
Norwood, which was a sleeping place for 
merchants of Boston, could not be com- 
pared with thistown. He wished to know 
why the Commissioners instead of con- 
sulting the assessors’ books did not con- 
sult the property owners. He didn’t be- 
lieve: there would be 71 takers of the 
-water, let alone 701 which they reported. 

Mr. Currier favored immediate decision 
of the question. 

Mr. Carney thought that Norwood com- 
pared favorably with this town. He.said 
that the present Board did not propose 
to visit the houses to ascertain the num- 
ber of takers, a statement irrelevant to 
the motion, which said nothing about 
the present Board doing the work, but 
allowed for an entire change in the com- 
plection of the Board in the time stated. 
He also ventured a statement to the ef- 
fect that the act required the works to 
be put in within three years, or the town 
lose the right of its water supply. 

This mis-statement of fact, due, per- 
haps, to the over-zealous proscetion of 


the cause, was corrected by another citi-: 


zen, who said that the three years men- 


tioned-in-the act simply. referred’ to the |- 
time allowed. for the acceptance of the’ 


act by the town, and the act having’al- 
ready been -aecepted, referenge to the 


three years had no bearing upon the | 


present phase of the case. The time for 
which the.supply was reserved was prac- 


tically..unlimited.. This -statement was, 


also-sustained by the moderator later, in 
response to an inquiry from Mr, Ellison. 

It was tonsidered to be an act of injus- 
tice to the small, taxpayers and to those 
living’ in the districts who-would receive 
no benefits from the works, to force upon 
them a measure which would increase 
the rate of taxation. 

Mr. Geo. A. Rea inquired_if the amount 
of water damages had been ascertained. 

Mr, Currier said they had been unable 
| to find out, but the corporations would 
probably only want what was fair. 

Mr. Carney in favoring the works 
dwelt upon the natural advantages and 
cheapness of the labor. 

In reply it. was said that the natural 
advantages of the town had been here 
since its foundation and in all probability 
would remain long after the present con- 
gregation had departed; as. to the labor 
contract, Italian or Chinese labor was al- 
ways cheap and these classes are about 
all that are employed and benefited there- 
| by in the construction of such works. 
| The local unemployed would not; receive 
a particle of benefit. 

The question being called for, the 
original motion was-lost by voting the 
amendment, to accept the report—8) to 
| accept, 61 against it. ek 
| In regard to.article 8, authorizing and 
instructing the Commissioners to act for 
and in behalf of the town, ete., Mr. Fos- 
ter moved that the article be stricken 
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from the warrant, the motion being lost 
by. a hand vote of 92 to 104. Mr. Glennie 
moved that the Commissioners be in- 
structed to proceed under the act, The_ 
motion was lost and the Commissioners 
were not authorized to proceed. 

Pending the action on this article Rev. 
Mr. Noyes made a pertinent review of the 
circumstances of the questions and the 
subject as it presented itself to him. He 
was not adverse to having a good supply 
of water when the town could afford to 
pay for it and it could be had at reason- 
able cost, but-as long as water was in 
danger of being furnished at ten cents a 
glass, he should continue to use his well. 
He said in matter of expenditures every- 
body was figuring very close, and two 
years ago where people could afford $50 


: for a suit of clothes, they were now fig- 


uring close to see if théy could afford $20 


for the purpose. He said the legislature 


by their act allowed $80,000 to be raised 
with which to construct the waterworks, 
these men come forward and ask for 
$20,000 more which is an illegal proceed- 
ing and which is indirect violation of the 
laws He said $112,000 is exactly 4 per 
eent-of-our- valuation and it could hardly 
be paid in 30 years. He said he should 
hesitate long before voting to tax the 
property owners in the district east of 
the town hall who pay two-thirds of the 
taxes for something from which they 
could derive no benefit.

“dled from which a: few sparks were 
emitted, but only sufficient to make true 
the saying: ‘‘And the sweat stood on 
their temples with the earnestness of 
speech.”

In regard to article 3, asking the town 
to raise $80,000 for a water supply, Mr.

Mr. B, Holt Farnum made an_able ap- 
peal against the water saying that the 
people in the districts had as good a rea- 
son to fight for their rights as ever their 

‘forefathers did on Bunker Hill. 

Mr. McLean as an amendment to the 
motion moved that as a matter of health 
-$80,000-be raised.’ Mr. John P, S, Ma- 
-honey, however, in.an opportune moment. 
came to the rescue and moved an ad- 
journment, saying that it was unfair to 
pass upon these questions by @ hand 
vote, as neither the tellers or moderator 
could make an affadavit that their count 
of votes was correét. He. accordingly 
moved that the meeting adjourn until. 2 
weeks from that night and that the re- 
maining articles-be decided by ‘‘Yes’’ and 
“Nu” ballots; which. was carried unani- 


The meeting will be held Wednesday 
evening, June 6, at_7.45 o'clock at the 
town hall. Thus far the sentiment to 
postpone the introduction of the works 
fora time has increased. The vote in 
March was : 122 for the water, 54 against 
it. The vote as counted Wednesday 
evening was against authorizing the 
Commissioners to proceed. 


Petition ‘Against the Price of Ice. 


Mr. William R. Johnson is circulating 
a petition which reads as follows: 

“We the undersigned citizens of No. 
Andover believing that the Cochiche- 
wick Lake Ice Co., bas unnecessarily 
raised the price of ice, and' that having a 
monopoly of the trade, the tendency will 
be to increase the present price in the 
future, do hereby declare ourselves in 
favor of forming a company for the pur- 
pose of supplying ice to the said citizens 
of North Andover at reasonable rates and 
by calling a meeting at an early date to 
take steps toward the formation of the 
same.”’ 

The document already contains over 50 
signatures of persons who protest against 
increase in price and theehange in ser- 
vice of last year, and from the general 
dissatisfaction of the consumers through- 
out the town .probably many more will 
be added. The fact of both of the local 
dealers having placed their ice property 
in the Cochichewick Ice Company, prac- 
tically Jeaves the community the choice 
of refusing to take ice, of submitting to 
the regulations and prices imposed by 

the company or inducing some outside
